Vienna. Speakers at the World 
conference — dlaloguo on dis- 
armament and detente current- 
ly under way here have urged 
tho world community to pre- 
serve peace, prevent a reversal 
of the process of detente, and to 
press lor concrete moves on 
ditiormuDienl.

Berkeley, California. The 
United Stales Is the chief party 
responsible for the bloodshed in 
El Salvador, was the conclusion 
reached by delegates at a recenl 
symposium, "El Salvador and 
American Policy", held at the 
University of California. 

The methods of sophisticated 
torture used against the popula- 
tion in EL Salvador were adopted 
by Lhe Salvadoran professional 
executioners on the suggestion 
or their CIA Instructors, said the 
Rt.

ternatlonal telecast o» Poland 
staged by Washington ort Ja- 
nuary 31. 

The programme was not shown 
on British TV. A spokesman /or 
the 1TV network sold that Rea- 
gan’s anti-Polish show was not 
the first time that America has 
Introduced stuutmcnshlp and 
buffoonery Into politics. Ho fur- 
ther noted that tho telecast was 
a new indication of differences 
In the West European and Ame- 
rican approach to Inter national 
a Ha Its and diplomacy. 

Tho "Hally Mall” stressed that 
Washington’s propaganda show 
was g complete fiasco, while 
"Tho Times" pointed out that 
America and soma of Its Euro- 


pean partners put a different in- 
terpretation on events In Poland 
and stressed that there was a 
lack of confidence la the Ame- 
rican leadership. 

The US supershow, which was 
Ignored by European TV com- 
panies, turned out to be a cheap 
melodramatic propaganda exer- 
cise, writes the French "Libera- 
lion 11 newspaper. 

The Canadian "Southara Nows 
Service'' charged that in Europe 
the show was dismissed as a 
Hollywood banality and vulgar 
spectacle, which could only be 
staged In America. 

The American president is 
mistaken If he believes that his 
propaganda ballyhoo could Inti- 
midate the Polish authorities and 
force them to abandon Iheir ef- 
forts to disrupt the designs of 
antl-soclallst forces, remnrked the 
Polish "Rzeczpospollta" newspa- 
per.

While waves 
In the Dal lie Sea have lo pass over a wide 
si retch ol oil-shore shallows, which reduces 
llielr force, before reaching the shore, (ho Pit- 
sunda coasl Is a very dllfurenl kellle of fish. 
Here a sleep under water slope lolls abruptly 
Hwoy from the beach. Thai Is why each wave at 
Pitsunda Is like a wall ol water which breaks 
wlih all ll s force onlo (lie shore. Oceanologists 
estimate Ural □lung every kilometre ol the beach 
the seven-metre waves which pound ihe shore 
■re equal In energy terms In nearly one million 
horse-powers. 

Georgia has 300 kilometres of coastline. Two- 
thlrclN ot (Iris la subject to Inlettslvo erosion and 
destruction from waves. As Ihere are many re- 
sorts (and more are planned) along this coast,
